no particular sympathy with us, and 
in that they (lifter from the Hawaiian 
Islands, which havo from the first been 
inclined 
to favor us more

other nation. 
The Idea, however, that 
annexation of the 
oriental 
islands, 
which 
have been under Spanish 
mis- 
rule for centuries, will embarrass the 
United 
States or endanger 
our 
lib- 
erties in any way, is absurd. 
I believe 
we could 
benefit 
every 
country we annex, wherever it might 
be, and think that It would be to the 
advantage of the Philippines that they 
Bhould be annexed. Whether the United 
States would gain corresponding 
ad- 
vantages 
may be a question. 
Some 
benefit no doubt 
we should acquire 
commercially, 
for instance 
but wheth- 
er sufficient for the added responsibil- 
ities we would 
incur, 
is a 
question 
which 
needs 
most thoughtful 
consid- 
eration on the part of those best able 
to judge. 


SENATOR 
MORGAN. 
Tho present sentiment of the people 
of the United States Is that the hand 
would not be sustained by popular feel 
ing which hauled down tho flag Dewey 
set up at Manala. 
This is not a sub- 
ject for hasty action. 
Our duty must 
bo developed 
by circumstances 
in the 
future, and when developed, the people 
of the United States will perform that 
duty 
with 
intelligence, 
justice, honor 
and fearlessness. 
" 
We have no occasion to be afraid of 
ourselves. 
In the wholo body of Amer- 
icans In the United States there Is not 
ono citizen, 
I believe, who 
Is an 
Im- 
perialist at heart. 
I therefore have no 
apprehensions that thero is, or will be, 
any foundation 
for 
denunciation 
of 
those men as Imperialists who wish to 
extend 
the 
commerce 
of tho United 
States to tho uttermost parts of the 
earth "and 
to protect it whenever

may bo found. 
I have 
never understood 
why

American,

right to do, that ho lives under the

I am far less anxious to discuss the 
Philippines than Cuba, because I know 
more about the Pearl of tho Antilles;

Parker, to a trip around 
O.ihu. 
After 
the circle had been mado ono of tho

heading and n hhort story to the effect 
that Mr. Dillingham 
had been making 
a personal survey for extension 
of the 
railway 
clear up to tho point of belt- 
ing the Island. 
Of course

On account of tho place of Its publica- 
tion denial 
of It was not considered 
necessary. 
It Is very doubtful 
if tho Oahu rail- 
way ever 
encircles 
tho Island.

hospital. 
Ho 
lived only a fow days. 
Tho behavior of the Inmates has been 
good, for tho most part, though

and cruel conduct, 
for which 
tho 
In- 
dividual 
was reprimanded 
and punish- 
ed. 
Our building 
has had nn entire coat 
of cement 
put on tho exterior during 
tho year, which appears to be u good 
Job.

"Most of the persons who nro admit- 
ted to tho Homo are already In feeble 
health and many aro prematurely aged 
through

most of the deaths ascribed to old age. 
Of tho present Inmates, 
five havo para-

three Hawaiian stocks are listed nt San 
Francisco. 
These 
are 
Hawaiian, 
(Sprcckclsvllle) 
liana and Hutchinson. 
Thcro Is a good deal of trading In all 
of them and Mr. Pollltz wants to see 
more Island corporations on tlio call 
sheet. 
He says that since annexation 
has been accomplished 
there Is Inquiry 
from the great 
American 
cities 
and 
from Europe concerning 
Island 
securi- 
ties and that there 
Is a demand 
for 
them. 
Capitalists and ordinary buyers 
as well look with great or decided 
fav- 
or upon Hawaiian 
Investments

"Are 
stocks 
too 
high 
here?"

.asked of the veteran broker. 
"Not yet." camo the reply. 
"There 
docs not seem to bo any booming, any

should say that stock will here come 
or reach the ten per cent basis. 
That 
Is, money will bo put In readily on the 
prospect or belief or confidence of get 
ting ten per cent on the investment.

Is needed 
here," 
continued 
Mr. Pollltz earnestly, Is an exchange. 
They can call It what they will, but In 
the Interest of both 
seller 
and buyer 
there must be common quotations. 
I 
should think 
transactions hero 
now 
would be very unsatlfactory to all con- 
cerned; whereas, 
If thcro were author- 
ized statements of bids and asked, both 
holders and Investors 
would know Just 
what they were doing. 
It Is now sim- 
ply Individual 
trading nnd to the eyes 
of those having familiarity with stock 
business has many odd features. 
It Is 
not on a systematic or correct basis, 
i iin jint cast any reflection 
on anyone 
when I go so far as to say that tho 
present method 
Is not quite fair. 
Even 
the brokers 
suffer. 
They 
would do 
much better were there an exchange 
and there would 
bo much more 
busi- 
ness, 
I assure you.

Jr., as a member of the Board. 
Cecil Brown 
was. chairman of

meeting 
held 
yesterday 
and 
L. 
A. 
Thurston was in his placo as secretary. 
Mr. Irwin, 
the president, was unable 
to attend. 
Numerous 
applications for refresh- 
ment stand privileges In the Park were 
considered 
by tho Commission. 
The 
activity In this direction 
Is, of course, 
on account of tho establishment of the 
camps 
of troops 
In Walklkl. 
it was 
voted by tho Commission 
to let these 
privileges 
go at $25 n month. 
Ono or

ing from tho Atlantic 
to the Pacific, 
over tho miserable, weak, overmatched 
vessels of tho untrained nnd deluded 
Spaniards, 
nnd tho surrender of the 
Spanish 
West 
Indies 
to the 
United 
States, 
ills eye was fixed on the many 
thousands of Ills creatures tasting the 
bitterness of death through starvation, 
disease 
and 
exposure. 
Tlio "corres 
pondents" have 
told 
us 
nbotit 
it; 
that there has been nothing 
more, hor 
riblo In this nineteenth 
century than 
this desolation 
In Cuba; hungry men 
unable to walk; 
babes dying 
at 
tho 
breast for want of nourishment; 
little 
children 
in the semblance 
of skeletons 
lying by tho road side; tho old 
nnd 
crippled 
huddled 
In small quarters In 
tho city of Havana, unable to inoe nnd 
praying to God to relievo 
them 
by 
death of their sufferings 
from hunger. 
Kverywhcro 
was utter misery that re 
calls the stories of man's Inhumanity to 
man in tho barbaric 
ages. 
And all of 
this appalling 
suffering 
was Increased 
and doubled by the blockade, the Inflic- 
tion of an evil to be followed by the 
largest good. 
It is not a song of triumph that wo 
should 
sing, but rather ono of peace 
and good will that the doors 'which 
have bo long been closed on the suffer- 
ing Cubans have now opened, "on gold- 
en hinges turning," and Our Lady of 
Sorrow smiles through her tears, as the 
Angels 
of the Red Cross kneel beforo 
these myriads 
of sufferers 
and 
deify 
humanity before the world. 


CHEAP 
LIOUOH. 


We shall take a lively Interest 
In 
tho 
inter-stat- e 
commerce, 
ns It will, 
as soon as tho permanent 
territorial 
laws aro passed, affect our own trade. 
Tho Supremo Court of 
tho 
United 
Stales recently 
decided that the salo 
of oleomargarine 
could not bo 
Inter- 
fered with 
by any State, 
when 
tho 
article was 
Imported 
from 
another 
State. 
The ease arose In Pennsylvania, 
where the defendants 
wero indicted for 
selling oleomargarine 
as an article of 
food. 
They received 
It 
from 
other 
States and sold It In tho sumo pack- 
ages in which 
It came to them, 
un- 
broken, as ngeAts for the manufactur- 
ers. 
Tho trial courts decided hi their 
favor, but tho Pennsylvania Sjpremn 
Courts took a different 
view, holding 
that "a manufactrrcr who puts up hU 
ptoducts in packages 
evidently 
adapt- 
ed for and 
Intended 
to meet tin 
re- 
quirements 
of an unlawful reti.l trade 
In another State nnd sends 
them to 
his own agent in that Stato for tile to 
consumers 
is not engaged 
in Inter- 
state commerce, but Is, engaged 
lu twi 
effort to carry on a forbidden 
business 
by masquerading 
in a 
character 
to 
which 
be has 
no honest 
title." 
The 
'punishment of such sales was 
there- 
fore declared no: to bo on Interference 
with the powers of Congress or with 
the commerce between the States walrh 
Is protected 
by the Federal Constitu- 
tion. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States, 
however, 
thinks 
otherwise, 
deeming the Pennsylvania statuto 
in- 
valid, as an attempt to regulate inter- 
state 
commerce. 
Tho same question 
was Involved and the same result was 
reached In an oleomargarine 
case from 
New Hampshire. 
The importation of whiskey 
and all 
other alcoholic liquors from tho States 
to theBe Islands will, therefore, bo free 
and cannot 
be controlled. 
The use of 
, these articles may bo forbidden 
or reg- 
ulated, as a police or sanitary 
meas- 
ure, but the importation 
of them can- 
not be restricted 
unless Congress 
en- 
acts a law forbidding the 
traffic 
in 
whiskey 
from every State 
to 
every 
other. 
This It will not do, aB tho mak- 
ing and sale of whisky is one of tho 
great industries, 
and tho internal 
rev- 
enue from the salo la enormous. 
Our danger lies in the importation 
of cheap 
whiskies, 
"high 
wines" 
as 


they are called, which work vast 
y. 


The Chlneso and Japanese merchants 
will become tho importers of this cheap 
liquor. 
While they may be, forbidden 
to sell it, by our territorial laws, they 
can not, ns wo understand tho law, bo 
prevented 
from importing 
it, and us 
ing It themselves. 
It is In tho right to 
hold It in possession 
that tho danger 
lies. 


REAL 
ESTATE 
ROOMS. 


There 
was, 
before 
annexation, 
a 
general 
belief 
prevailing 
here 
that 
several 
"booms" 
would 
manifest 
themselves, after that event. 
So far as 
the Industrial 
stocks 
go, tho belief 
Is 
realized. 
At this tlmo we do not com- 
ment on It, excepting 
only so far ns it 
involves the values of real estato and 
business 
other than 
that connected 
with sugar nnd cofTee. 
A real estate boom may arise out of 
tho largo surplus of idle money in tho 
community, the results of great local 
prosperity, or It may arise out of out- 
side or foreign 
Influences 
and 
from 
foreign capital. 
Annexation 
has secured 
permanent 
stability of government. 
This, of 
it- 
self, Increases 
or hardens 
tho values 
of all kinds of business, and especially 
the value of land. 
Tho prosperity 
of the country, 
moro 
than nil, has Increased 
the valuo 
of 
lands and forced a boom of Its own in 
raising Its prices, 
It requires 
no for- 
eign aid to do it. 
Tho 
largo 
sums 
poured 
into 
tho 
Islands, 
lu previous 
j cars, nnd especially tho comparatively 
vast sum 
of $ir.,000,000 
which 
is tho 
valuo of lost year's sugar crop, Is nat- 
urally felt in real estato values. 
Sim- 
ilar effects nro seen elsewhere, 
when- 
ever there Is great local prosperity. Tho 
rule 
Is universal. 
Tho only 
"specu- 
lation" which 
the 
very 
conservative 
indulgo In, as n rule. 
Is tho purchase 
of land 
In their Immediate 
neighbor- 
hood, which Is nlwnys visible and can- 
not abscond. 
Profits arc not so much 
regarded as safety. 
Values hero that 
men who are familiar 
with tho prices 
of real estato In tho great cities of tho 
Mainland, 
would, 
and 
do, 
regard 
ns 
extravagant and nbsurd, 
are largely 
tho Index of tho local prosperity, 
and 
these 
values 
will 
probably 
hold, 
so 
long as this prosperity continues. 
They 
may even go higher than they nro at 
present. 
The prosperity 
of tho 
com- 
munity 
la simply dazzling and almost 
ominous. 
While the exports of the 
71,000,000 
of people on the Mainland 
ore only 
$H per capita, 
the exports 
from tlio Islands 
reach 
S140 per 
cap- 
ita. 
As we have said before, the state- 
ment astounds 
political 
economists. 
Hut in It lies all 
tho 
element 
nnd 
forco of real estate booms, without 
for- 
eign aid. 
Hut even 
these hae their 
limitations. 
Regarding 
Immigration 
from 
the 
Stales, 
as a cause 
for "booms" 
It Is 
not easy to givo any reason 
why it 
should be large, unless the sugar plan- 
tations are about to employ many Am- 
erican 
laborers 
In the cultivation 
of 
cane. 
Tho tendency 
on their part 
Ib, 
unfortunately, to substitute Asiatic tor 
American 
labor 
In tho mills. 
Outsldo 
of tho sugar 
plantations, 
how many more men aro really wanted 
In mercantile 
business, In the mechan 
ical trades, for general 
labor, 
and 
in 
tho professions? 
It Is said that even 
with our prosperity the Industrial and 
professional 
market, 
is 
overstocked. 
There are about 1,021 American males 
hero over IS years of age. 
These do 
not find that places go a "begging." 
A 
number 
aro out of employment. 
Now 
It 1,000 moro men, 
an 
insignificant 
number in tho States, land here, what 
aro they to do? 
And if they And noth 
ing to do, how can they cause real 
estate values to rise? 
Ninety-liv- e 
per 
cent of tho people must work for a liv- 
ing. 
Tho class 
with 
"Independent" 
means 
Is so small in any community, 
It makes no figure. 
Tho growth of this 
city and suburbs 
depends 
upon 
the 
growth of industries which furnish a 
living. 
So far, sugar has dono It. 
Hut 
will it employ several 
thousand 
more 
men here, 
and crcato 
a demand 
for 
residences? 
Other industries nre small 
and no new industries are being 
cre- 
ated? 
The demand 
for more 
popula 
tion, asido from laborers and farmers, 
seems to be more than supplied, and a 
rise in values cannot come from this 
direction. 
Ileal estate Investors 
from the Main 
land are rather startled at the present 
prices of land, but thcy'hardly 
under- 
stand that it la mainly due to our own 
surplus of wealth. 
That tlio American 
population 
will 
gradually increoso 
Is certain. 
Hut it 
will permanently increase only so fast 
as the Immigrants 
can feed and clothe 
themselves. 
"Old 
Glory" don't 
feed 
any one. 
It simply protects. 
All else 
Is left to the economic laws. 
"Booms" 
do not necessarily 
follow 
the Flag. 
Millions 
of acres on 
tho 
Mainland 
aro under the Flag, but yet 
remain In almost primeval 
silence.

A book titled "Tho Crowd; a Study 
of 
the 
Popular 
Mind," 
was 
pub- 
lished In France about two years ago, 
which has attracted unusual attention 
In Europe 
and America. 
We present 
a brief review of It in another column. 
It describes the motives and actions of 
men, and of popular 
assemblies 
ot all 
kinds and descriptions, 
and shows the 
difference 
between their actions 
and 
tho actions ot single 
individuals. 
Anyone 
who has often 
stood as a 


looker-o- 
n 
in a public meeting, 
cither 
religious 
or 
secular, 
or 
who 
has 
watched a mob In the streets, or has 
studied 
legislative 
proceedings, 
is 
aware 
of tho queer things done 
by 
groups 
of men. 
Jurymen 
constantly 
present 
the 
most curious phases of these "crowd" 
nbbcratlons. 
Judges 
with long exper- 
ience arc repeatedly 
surprised at ver- 
dicts which nre opposed to sense and 
reason. 
At the same time verdicts 
as 
a rule are just. 
Col. Hlggcnson 
In a 
recent sketch of his legislative 
career, 
speaks of the moods of the Senate nnd 
House. 
A bill would be rejected 
ono 
lay, nnd 
within 
a week 
would 
bo 
passed with enthusiasm. 
The author ot tills valuable 
book re- 
fers to the "crowd" 
in politics, 
and 
tho Instinctive 
power that certain men 
have to mow the masses. 
As ho says, 
It Is usually found that only men of n 
low order of morals 
have thU power. 
They appreciate, 
themselves, the valuo 
of catch words. 
The curious rise nnd 
fall of tho 
American 
party 
In 
the 
fifties, a party that for a tlmo dominat 
ed tho country, was largely duo to the 
watch 
word: 
"Put nono but Ameri 
cans on guard." 
In tho Taylor 
presidential 
campaign, 
if we nro correct, regarding tho date, 
the boundary 
line between the United 
States and Canada was In dispute. Our 
Government 
Insisted 
tha--. 
tho 
true 
boundary 
was the 
fifty-four- 
th 
degree 
and forty minutes parallel 
of latitude. 
Great Britain disputed It. A clever ora- 
tor coined tho phrase: 
"fifty-fou- r 
forty 
or fight." 
Used as climax In a political 
stump 
speech, it aroused 
an enthus- 
iasm that rejected 
any reasoning on 
the subject. 
Bismarck 
had an abiding 
contempt 
for tho opinions ot the masses of men, 
because, In his experience, 
they were 
Irrational 
and 
changeable. 
Uut his 
views were extreme. 
The crowd of American 
voters 
has 
been profoundly 
excited 
over the 
sil- 
ver question. 
Uut It has strangely ne- 
glected, 
on the other hand, 
tho 
su- 
premely Important questions 
of build- 
ing up tho American 
marine, 
tho con- 
struction ot tho Nicaragua 
canal, and 
It hesitated about the annexation 
of 
theso 
Islands 
until Dewey's guns set 
it to thinking. 
Tho protoundest essays, 
the 
ablest 
speeches in Congress 
did 
not btlr the "God given 
Intellect" 
of 
the people so quickly as the elliptical 
dance of death by the American 
squad- 
ron 
off the vessels 
and 
butteries 
of 
Cavlte. 
After reading this 
book, 
one 
feels 
llko emphasizing 
tho aphorism 
that: 
"Wo are fearfully 
and 
wonderfully 
made." 


WATERED 
STOCK. 


The Increasing 
or "watering" of the 
stock ot our corporations Is the nat- 
ural 
outgrowth 
of our present 
condi- 
tions. 
It Is done 
In all of the great 
commercial 
centers, 
without 
hesita- 
tion, so long as no law is violated. 
It 
Is based on tho accepted business prop- 
osition Uiat auo has the right to "work 
a thing for all it is worth," providing 
always that no municipal 
law is vio- 
lated. 
Tho right to Increase 
stock without 
cash 
behind 
It, or tho "watering" of 
stock, as regulated 
by our own munic- 
ipal law, is not now discussed. 
What, however, is tho moral right to 
Increase or "water" stock? 
Just now 
It becomes an Interesting question. 
The watering ot the stock of 
quasi-publ- ic 
corporations, 
such 
as 
railway 
and telegraph 
companies 
is an entire- 
ly different 
matter. 
Such companies 
having 
received 
valuablo assets from 
tho public, are bound to look to the 
public interests. 
Other, and the indus- 
trial corporations, 
owe, 
the 
public 
nothing but honesty. 
Uut, usually, it 
Is as easy for a camel to go through 
the eyo of a ncedlo as it is for a cor- 
poration to tell all tho truth. 
The 
danger in dealing with corporate stocks 
is, not in what Is said, but what 
Is 
not said, or is concealed. 
There. Is no 
objection 
on moral grounds 
to the 
Is- 
suing ot 110,000,000 
ot unpaid 
capital 
stock, 
provided 
always 
tho truth 
Is 
stated. 
A man has tho moral right 
to lssuo a certificate 
valuing 
his herd 
of ono hundred goats nt $1,000,000, pro- 
vided there Is no misrepresentation 
or 
deception. 
As a rule, tho increase or "watering" 
of stock, when dono in accordance 
with 
law, has the aspect 
of a psycologlcal 
Illusion. 
Leonard Jerome 
(Lady-Randolp- 
Churchill's father) a great stock 
operator, 
said: 
"issue 
10,000 shares 


of stoek at 1100 par, per share, and It 
makes a capital 
of 
11,000,000. 
The 
price looks high and there are few buy- 
ers. 
But issue 
1,000,000 ot shares at 
$1.00 of par value, and the boys will 
Jump at it, and call It cheap at $1.50 
or $1,500,000 for the entire issue." 
It 
Is the principle 
that 
tho department 
stores adopt of selling a pair of shoes 
nt 99 cents Instead 
of $1.00. 
"Think- 
ing men 
ore scarce 
in the financial 
world," Secretary Sherman said, when 
tho presidents of the New York banks 
refused to take a government loan 
fit-te- en 
years ago, and lost several 
mil- 
lions 
by it. 
The 
illusions 
of figures 
are attractive, 
and investors are' apt 
to deceive themselves 
with them. 
It Is 
no fault of tho promoter 
or the cor- 
poration 
that uses "water," providing 
there is no misstatement about It, and 
the law Is obeyed. 
When Jay Gould 
Issued a $10,000,000 
first mortgage 
on 
n railway property that cost him only 
$1,000,000 he did not necessarily 
com- 
mit a legal or moral 
fraud. 
His 
of- 
fense was that ho publicly 
misrepre- 
sented 
values, 
nnd the stupid 
public 
believed him, although thy knew his 
veracity 
was always 
In question. 
The 
serious 
criticism, 
on 
moral 
grounds, 
upon 
tho open 
Increoso 
or 
watering of stock 
Is 
tho 
constant 
danger 
of misleading 
the very 
large 
class of hardworking, saving 
people, 
who have neither opportunity nor tlmo 
to study the complicated subject of In- 
vestments. 
These, including 
the wid- 
ows 
and 
tho 
orphans, 
follow 
tho 
"crowd," nnd it is tho terrible and sad 
experience 
of all financial centers, that 
In "boom" 
periods, 
they "get left." 
Out bo long ns those who do tho "wat- 
ering" mold nny legal 
complications, 
nnd tell 
no lies, 
thcro 
seems, 
under 
the present business 
morals 
of 
the 
world, no reason why they should fur 
nish brains and experience to the slm 
pie, tho ignorant and to those 
who 
dabblo 
in things they know nothing 
about. 
There are risks in all kinds ot busi- 
nesses. There is always the danger that 
the Inexperienced, 
the Ignorant, 
the 
Industrious 
poor man may misunder- 
stand tho nature and scope ot the cor- 
rect values ot any 
kind 
of 
stocks, 
whether original or watered, 
and will 
"rush on board," just ns the capitalist 
and tho experienced men are "stepping 
ashore." 


A 
COINCIDENCE. 


The protocol 
between 
tho 
United 
States and Spain, which virtually end- 
ed the war, was signed at 4:22 
p. m. 
on August 
12th. 
The 
American 
flag 
was raised 
over the Executive 
build- 
ing on August 12th, the Bame day, at 
noon. 
If the Immediate 
and compel- 
ling cause ot annexation was the pres- 
sing necessities of tho war in the Phil- 
ippines, the events may be regarded as 
lucky throws from the dice box of his- 
tory by those who do not believe 
In 
tho reign of law. 
The coincidence of 
time 
In tho occurrence 
of 
the 
two 
events 
suggests 
good luck. 
But It Is 
safer to believe 
that what has hap- 
pened 
Is due 
to nn order of things 
which takes no account 
ot dice boxes. 
Those who llko to study curious 
rela- 
tions of events 
may see in tho "bad 
Catholicism" 
of Spain, 
as opposed to 
"good Catholicism," 
nnd tho raising ot 
tho flag 
here, 
n close 
connection, 
in 
which chance plays no part. 
Of course 
other causes operated as well. 
The coincidence, however, ot tho hap- 
pening 
ot theso two events 
on 
tho 
samo day Is very Interesting, If noth- 
ing more. 


RACIAL 
HAM IS. 


As another Instance 
of tho strength 
of race habits and prejudices, the West- 
minster Review discusses 
tho attitude 
ot the Mexicans towards 
the 
Ameri- 
cans during the late war. 
It Includes 
all ot tho South Americans 
in the samo 
category. 
Although 
Mexico and the South 
Am- 
erican republics threw off the Spanish 
dominion 
only after cruel war, there 
still abides tho race feeling. 
"The ties and traditions of race are 
seen to be stronger than the abstract 
love ot liberty and equality." 
Even the sufferings 
of the CubanB 
could not remove these racial feelings 
In favor of Spain. 
We have endeavored to show, in our 
columns, that the racial 
habits 
and 
Ideas ot the Hawallans 
were, and will 
be, strong political 
factors in their at- 
titude 'towards the alien races 
here. 
They cannot bo censured for possessing 
tbem. 
This statement of tho appar 
ently unreasonable 
attitude ot the Mex 
icans 
nnd South 
Americans 
confirms 
what has been said, and especially 
en- 
dorses 
tho views on the racial 
ques- 
tion ot Professor 
Shalcr, 
which 
were 
published 
In 
this 
journal 
several 
months ago.

THE

Since the Bishop of Honolulu applied 
the Mosaic law to women's 
dress In 
this city, and It was discovered 
that 
he had, 
himself, 
violated 
the

Mosaic law In his own 
dress, 
and 
therefore had Incurred 
the penalty ot 
being stoned to death, according 
to 
Moses, the following 
anecdote, 
with 
some bearing on this subject, has been 
furnished to us, with the usual, if not 
legally authentic, vouchers 
of its cor- 
rectness: 
The late Charles Spencer of Hllo pos- 
sessed a dog that he had trained 
to 
gather and bring stones to his hand, 
.whenever a person or animal appeared 
In sight that, In the opinion of the dog, 
ought to be stoned. 
On one 
occasion 
a certain Prelate 
appeared 
In Hllo, whose dress .was not 
In accordance 
with 
modern 
fashion, 
or with the Mosaic directions, as Indi- 
cated in Deuteronomy. 
The Prelate, 
while a guest of Mr. Spencer, 
became 
extremely 
offensive to the dog by rea- 
son of tho peculiar 
dress. 
While the 
Prelato 
was officiating nt a morning 
service in tho house, at tho request of 
Mr. Spencer, who at times had a rare 
senso ot humor, the dog busily 
gath- 
ered in the yard and brought into the 
house, nnd laid at Mr. Spencer's 
feet, 
a heap of largo pebbles 
suitablo 
for 
being hurled nt repulsive 
or 
hostile 
pcrsonsfand animals. 
On rising from 
his knees, tho reverent 
Mr. 
Spencer 
perceived this accumulation 
of missies, 
and 
also noticed 
that tho 
dog 
was 
waiting 
for him to begin action. 
Uut 
the Prelato was spared, 
and tho dog 
was 
disappointed 
when 
Uie 
stones 
were thrown out of tho window. 
Tho question 
still remains 
unansw 
ered: Was tho dog through some occult 
process, 
so far unknown 
to man, 
In 
stlgated 
nnd 
directed 
to enforce 
the 
Mosaic penalty ot stoning to death up 
on one who had violated 
tho law? 


THE FARMERS AXD THE LEITKR. 


Tho farmers 
of Harvey 
county, 
Ne- 
braska have started a "Letter 
relief 
fund," in order to relievo Papa Leltcr, 
of Chicago, 
who has lost 
so 
much 
money In aiding his son's operations 
In the wheat 
pit, nnd is .now 
embar- 
rassed. 
The farmers say that the spec- 
ulations of the boy Lelter put up the 
price of grain so that 
they have 
be- 
come prosperous, 
and even 
rich. 
Besides, the high price 
of 
wheat 
raised the price ot corn, and served to 
educate 
tho bigoted Europeans in the 
use ot it. 
So the farmers "propose" 
with 
much enthusiasm to tax them- 
selves 
one cent per bushel this year 
and crcato a fund for the relief of "old 
man Lelter." 
Charles 
Dudley Warner says that In 
the Western 
States one may look for 
all sorts of experiments 
In social, 
po- 
litical, 
financial and philanthropic 
af- 
fairs. 
The winds and tho birds carry 
the seeds ot the new fads over 
the 
broad prairies and they fall on rich 
ground. 
It Is natural enough that tho farm- 
ers should 
consider 
tho Loiters, 
as 
benlficent benefactors 
of mankind, that 
Is ot themselves, 
although it was not 
so intended, and the Loiters no doubt 
grind their teeth at results ot their 
own operations. 
Good people in Europe, and tho cor- 
respondents, 
picture the want nnd mis- 
ery all over tho civilized 
world, 
be- 
cause of tho high prices ot wheat. 
In 
the European homes 
ot 
millions 
ot 
peasant farmers, ot mechanics, of poor- 
ly paid teachers and professional 
men, 
the Joy ot eating wheaten 
bread has 
been checked. Gloom for many months 
has pervaded the homes ot the poor on 
the continent, because the Letters had 
cornered 
tho market and raised the 
prices. 
But the prairie farmer paid oft 
his mortgages 
and 
"has 
money 
to 
lend." 
It Is a year of curious dispensa- 
tions. 
Three 
hundred 
thousand 
starved Cubans 
aro 
In their graves, 
and by the touoh of 
a 
Providential 
wand 
a shower 
ot gold. In the high 
prices ot sugar, arises from the burnt 
sugar cane 
fields ot Cuba, 
is driven 
across continent and ocean 
and 
de- 
scends 
like 
beautiful 
snow 
flakes on 
Hawaii. 
Tho people of the prairie and of Ha- 
waii have much to be "truly thankful 
for," even It It takes the shape ot na- 
tional misfortune to others. 
It It should 
happen that the farm- 
ers ot Nebraska 
contributed a consid- 
erable sum to the relief of Mr. Lelter, 
it will surely 
prove that 
the 
plant 
gratitudo finds good soil west ot the 
Missouri river.

Mild Complaint That Profit Is Un 
der 
JO Per Cent. 
"Mexico will :ontinue to raise coffoo 
at a handsome 
profit long after other 
countries, 
lesj 
fortunately 
situated 
with regard to land and labor, 
have 
gone out of tho business," 
saya 
Mod- 
ern Mexico. 
"There has been 
--consid 
erable complaint among Mexican coffee 
growers during the last year owing to 
the low price of coffee, but It was not 
because they were not making money. 
There Is still easily 
from 
100 to 200 
per cent margin between 
the cost of 
growing Mexican coffee and Its selling 
price. 
The mild complaints 
are heard 
because there Is no longer 300 or more 
per cent profit 
In raising the berry. 
However, there are not many 
produc- 
tive coffee plantations on the market 
Coffee 
can 
be grown 
In Mexico for 
about 8 cents, silver, per pound. 
From 
favored 
districts 
transportation 
to 
New York 
costs 
50 
cents 
per 
100 
pounds. 
The prevailing prices in New 
York tor Mexican coffee range from 
8 
to 
16 cents, 
gold, 
per 
pound, 
while 
some fancy grades bring higher prices, 
therefore, it Is readily seen how the 
profits of 100 and 200 per cent are real- 
ized. 
No, Mexico Is not going out of 
tho coffee business 
because the price 
is not as high as It was a year ago. 
Coffee has always stood at the head of 
Mexico's agricultural exports, and will 
probably 
continue to do so for years 
to come. 
During the lost ten years 
Mexico has exported coffee to the value 
of nearly 74,000,000 
pesos. 
The only 
agricultural product the export value 
ot which approximates that of coffee 
is henequen. 
This fiber was exported 


last year to the value 
of 
$7,500,000.

by Mexico during the last

si ties.

dis- 
tricts nro not thickly settled, In many 
Instances are virgin forest or pasture 
as tho case may 
be. 
You can Judge 
for yourself 
what a spot It Is for the 
man 
of leisure 
who wishes 
to enjoy 
life. 
"As 
to 
business 
propositions 
I 
would not like 
to advise, 
but would 
say come and seo for 
yourself 
and 
form your own Judgment. 
I would feel 
quite safe In coming hero with $5,000 
or ?C,000 capital myself, but' would ex- 
pect to take some chances 
as 
else- 
where, 
with the added feature that Is 
upon us at tho 
present 
time 
many 
persons like yourself are turning their 
eyes this way. 
This is a small but 
very rich and fertile country; yet we 
cannot give employment 
or opportuni 
ties to all who are coming here If we 
can judge from the letters of Inquiry 
received.

Charge of Judge 
in the 
Case Against a Sheriff. 


Order of Execution 
Not In Form. 
Rights of 
Officers-Instructio- ns 
Tentative on Evidence. 


As there has been some comment on 
the charge of Judge Stanley to the Jury 
in the caso of C. S. Ilradford vs. Sheriff 
L. A. Andrews 
of Hawaii, 
damages 
In 
the sum of $10,000, It Is here reproduced 
In full: 
"Gentlemen 
of the Jury: 
"This Is an action of what Is technic- 
ally known as trespass on the case, In 
which 
plaintiff 
declares 
that on 
or 
nbout January 31st the defendant 
mali- 
ciously and unlawfully 
and with force 
and arms entered tho plaintiff's house, 
nnd there levied upon plaintiff's prop- 
erty, nnd 
retained 
possession 
of tho 
same until February 25th; and further 
that defendant 
nt that time took from 
plaintiff's person a watch and chain, 
and retained 
the same until February 
23th. That the plaintiff was obliged by 
defendant 
to pay him the sum of $110, 
and that In consequence thereof plain- 
tiff was damaged 
In his property, 
per- 
son, character and feelings 
In the sum 
of ten thousand 
dollars. 
"The 
defendant 
has admitted 
for 
reasons 
he has given to you that be 
made a levy upon a certain writ of exe- 
cution, and which bns been Introduced 
In evidence, arid ho submits to you that 
tho only question 
for your considera- 
tion is the question of damages. 
"In regard 
to the law applicable 
to 
tho case I charge you that sheriffs ann 
otbei ofllccrs nctlirj in n similar capa- 
city aro protected 
to a very great 
ex- 
tent, but, like other persons, 
they nre 
bound 
to know tho law. 
They 
must 
know tho general 
Jurisdiction 
of the 
Court 
whoso 
process they uro 
called 
upon to enforce. 
If a writ Is placed In 
their hands 
which the Court 
had 
no 
authority nndci any circumstances 
to 
issue, 
then 
that 
writ 
Is 
absolutely 
void, and 
cannot Justify 
anyone 
In 
obeying 
Its commands. 
"In this caso 
1 have to chargo 
you 
that the writ of execution Issued by the 
Clerk of tho Circuit Court of tho Fourth 
Judicial 
Circuit 
was 
erroneously 
is- 
sued. 
Tho Fourth Circuit 
Court 
had 
mi Jurisdiction, 
nnd tho Invalidity 
of 
the writ appeared 
upon Its face. 
Be- 
fore the Judgment of tho District Court 
could be enforced on the Island of Ha- 
waii a certified 
copy of tho Judgment 
and 
execution 
In 
tho District 
Court 
should hnvo been docketed 
In the office 
of the Supreme 
Court, 
nnd execution 
should have Issued from the Supreme 
Court. 
As this wns not done 
In this 
case tho execution actually 
Issued was 
Irregular and the sheriff was not Justi- 
fied In levying upon plaintiff's property 
under It. 
'I further charge 
you that property 
upon the person of n debtor cannot be 
seized under execution. 
Tho ground of 
this exemption 
Is that If the rule wero 
otherwise the officer would bo authoriz- 
ed to commit a trespass 
upon the per- 
son of the debtor nnd thereby provoke 
a breach of the peace. 
If therefore 
tho 
defendant 
In this case personally or by 
his subordinates 
took from the person 
of tho plaintiff 
his 
watch 
and 
chain 
without 
his 
consent 
and against 
bis 
protest such action was Illegal, was nn 
abuso of power and defendant 
would be 
liable 
therefor. 
Under 
the 
circum- 
stances and upon this view of the law 
your verdict must lie for the plaintiff, 
at any rate for small damages. 
"As regards the measure 
of damages, 
gentlemen, 
I Instruct 
you 
that It Is 
your duty to award tho plaintiff ns you 
find from tho evidence will compensate 
him for whatever injury you find from 
tho evidence has been sustained 
by him 
In respect 
to his 
property, 
person, 
character and 
feelings. 
The 
rule 
on 
which damages aro allowei' 
Is compen- 
satory. 
You will allow 
ns one of 
tho Items of damage the money paid 
by him to secure 
tho release 
of 
his 
pioperty 
from execution, which. In this 
case, Is $110, nnd counsel fees expended 
for tho samo purpose, 
lou will also 
allow such damages 
ns you think the 
circumstanced 
Justify for 
the 
nnnuy-nnc- 
e, 
If any which wns undergone 
bj 
him. for Injury. 
If any, to his reelings 
nnd for loss of reputation, If any there 
wns. sustained. 
"On tho 
question 
of damages 
to 
plaintiff's 
reputation you will consider 
the evldcnco on this ns on otner points 
In tho caso and then decldo the case on 
tho law nnd tho evidence. 
"Tho plaintiff has sued for ten thou- 
sand dollars nnd you nre not at liberty 
to assebs against defendant any higher 
sum." 
As will 
bo remembered 
the 
Jury 
found against Sheriff Andrews for $i)30. 
Sur Outlook. 
Wlllett 
& Gray's last circular says 
that sugar 
can not possibly 
fall nnd 
will most certainly ndvanco 
consider- 
ably in price very shortly, nnd advises 
holders to wait on the market.

to $2,000,000. 
The doubling up was re- 
cently voted and at the same time the 
directors 
were instructed to apply for

$3,000,000, 
which Is denied nfter mature delibera- 
tion, It Is presumed, on the part of the 
Cabinet, the Ministers declining to "as- 
sume any responsibility," and offering 
the compromise 
of the right to go to

(S. P. Financial Letter. Aug. 5.) 
The statement of the Hawaiian 
Com- 
mercial and Sugar Company, July 1st, 
shows 
what 
splendid 
condition 
tho 
Company 
is in. 
The liabilities at that 
date wero $298,000, which includes 
$30,-C3- 0 
for the new pump and $30,000 for 
tho new mill, 
which constitute 
the 
chief 
improvements 
authorized 
at tho 
annual 
meeting. 
Tho 
sugar 
iifloat 
amounts to 4.740 tons and tho amount 
to bo shipped is about 
4,000 tons, mak 
ing at total of 8,740 tons. 
At $70 per 
ton, tho price at which 
tho previous 
shipments sold, this would yield 
$G11,-80- 
0. 
Less tho liabilities, there would 
remain a net prollt of $313,300. 
That 
Is the profit for the year up to July 
iBt after pnylng operating expenses, 
in- 
terest on the banded 
debt, and retir- 
ing 
seventy-fiv- 
e 
bonds, amounting to 
$30,450 and 
providing 
for the 
new 
pump and new mill and other improve- 
ments. 
In six months from the date 
of that statement thera will be a crop 
of from 
15 to 
17 thousand tons ready 
for tho mills. 
That crop at $70 a ton 
will give the company 
from 
$1,150,000 
to $1,190,000 gross. 
Deducting a year's 
expenses, 
Including 
all 
expenditures, 
which will fall short of $500,000 there 
will be left on hand next July, the sur- 
plus of $313,300 now on hand in sugar, 
and the profit of 
$GOO,000 or $700,000 
mado on next year's crop. 
So that the 
company 
will have a fund of about a 
million 
dollars in the 
treasury next 
July, with all Its obligations up to that 
time paid. 
The prospects of the com- 
pany are exceedingly bright. 
At tho beginning of tho present cam- 
paign, It was estimated that the sugar 
crop of the Hawaiian plantation would

(New York Paper.) 


A great deal of Interest Is felt among 
Episcopalians 
here in tho new relation 
between 
tho Church 
of England dio 
cese of Honolulu 
nnd tho EpUcopal 
Church 
in the United 
States, 
growing 
out of the annexation of tho Hawaiian 
Islands, 
and the question 
is to form 
nn unlooked-fo- r 
topic for the triennial 
General 
Convention 
of tho Episcopal 
Church, 
which will meet 
In Washing 
ton In October 
next. 
Tho diocese 
of 
Honolulu 
is an independent 
one. That 
Is, It Is not a legal part of the Estab- 
lished 
Church 
of England, since the 
Hawaiian 
group 
Is not a part of Great 
Britain. 
Tho Bishop of Honolulu has 
spiritual Jurisdiction over 
all 
of tho 
Islands. 
He is the Rt. Rev. 
Alfred 
Willis, 
D. D 
nnd he was appointed 
In 
1S71, the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, 
03 has been the custom, 
making 
tho 
appointment. 
Bishop Willis is of Eng- 
lish birth and sentiment, and In the 
affair of 1895 he took a mild interest 
on the side of the deposed Queen. Since 
that Incident 
he hns not been heard 
from 
In public. 
The opinion 
here 
Is 
that ho will bo made a member of the 
American 
House of Bishops, though it 
may not be accomplished 
Immediately. 
This cathedral nt Honolulu 
has 
a 
communicant 
list of between 
500 and 
COO. 
Bishop Willis nnd tho cathedral 
dean belong to the advanced 
party In 
the Church 
of England. 
Some 
mem- 
bers of St. Andrew's 
parish objected 
to tho extreme ritualism, and to satisfy 
them a concession 
was made that 
Is 
quite unusual. 
Two services are 'held, 
one in the advanced 
form, 
according 
to tho Bishop's "Catholic" notions, and 
tho other a plainer service, to suit the 
low church 
worshippers. 
There 
aro 
other Anglican 
churches 
besides 
the 
cathedral In Honolulu, and a fow par- 
ishes, though weak ono3, 
on 
other 
Islands 
of the group. 
The Church 
of 
England 
has'iiot, 
however, 
been very 
aggressive, 
it has had, and still has, 
an exclusive 
nnd small 
following. 
In 
Honolulu the church controls a school 
that It is quite the thing for patrician 
boys to attend. 
For thirty years, under 
the old rule, the school 
received 
n 
Government 
grant, but this the Dole 
Government 
cut off, whereupon 
Bishop 
Willis, In his next annual report to the 
Archbishop 
of Canterbury, referred 
to 
President Dolo's republic with nn 
In- 
terrogation point 
In brackets and the 
words "so called." 
Bishop Willis suspected that coming 
events 
might be casting tho shadows 
which he Imagined 
he saw, and at the 
Lambeth Conference last year, he ques- 
tioned a good many American 
Bishop) 
about being taken into tho American 
House of Bishops In tho event of po 
litical 
annexation. 
It Is known 
that 
in ono or two Instances 
ho received no 
encouragement, 
and that from personal 
feelings 
toward 
himself. 
Ho 
Is said 
not to bo popular 
In his own diocese, 
and tho fact Is known here. 
It 
Is an 
interesting 
circumstance 
that tho Archbishop 
of Canterbury, 
appointing the present occupant 
of tho Hawaiian 
See, in 1871, offered 
the Bishopric of Honolulu to the Right 
Rev. H. B. Whipple, 
D. D., at present 
Bishop of Minnesota, 
who declined 
It 
on account 
of his desire 
to continue 
his work 
nmong 
the 
Indians. 
The 
matter of a transfer of a see la unusual, 
Congregational 
work in tho Island?, 
which 
was the initial religious work 
of nny kind, was started by tho Amer- 
ican 
Board 
of Boston. 
Tho work 
is 
not only 
now, but tho 
Congregatlonallsts there ralso funds In 
small amounts to assist missionary 
ef- 
fort in the Carollno Islands. Tho Amer- 
ican 
Board 
pay? 
the salaries of tho 
missionaries, 
who conduct 
tho Theo 
logical 
Seminary 
In 
Honolulu, 
de 
signed primarily to train native help 
era. 
Annexation 
docs 
not, 
therefore, 
affect the status of tho 
work 
of the 
Congregatlonallsts.

Pilot Lorcnzon objects 
that tho rate mentioned 
for small 
ves- 


sels was too low. 
Well looking 
from 
his point of view perhaps It Is. 
Let us say for Instance, that a vessel 
as small as 100 tons requires 
a pilot 
and 
her 
pilotage 
bill 
both 
ways 
amounts 
to 
10 and tho pilot pays the 
whole of that to his boat's 
cruw and 
throws 
his own services 
In for love. 
He nevertheless 
has had a nice trip 
out In a whalcboat 
and comes In as a 
passenger on the vessel If she Is towed 
in. and now let us go to tho other 
ex- 
treme and tako Ihe ship Hoiinoke, for 
Instance, of 3.347 tons net. 
Her pilot- 
age bill would bo at the rates named 
400 tons at 
10 cents and 2,917 tons at 
S cents, amounting to $275.70 or with 
23 per cent 
off for employing 
a tug 
1206.82, which 
may and 
ought 
to 
be 
considered 
a very fair 
remuneration 
for ii few hours' time. 
There 
Is many 
a hard working man In Honolulu work- 
ing from daylight till dark that would 
be glad to receive that amount for a 
whole month's 
work. 
Pilot 
Loronzcn 
also 
objects 
that 
pilots 
should 
bo asked 
to perform 
a 
Harbormaster's duty, on tho plea that 
a vessel may be waiting outside 
for a 
pilot. 
If there are four pilots as 
1 sug- 
gested 
besides one as master of the 
tug, It Is scarcely 
probable that they 
would all 
bo employed berthing 
ves- 
sels

are but two boats for three pilots, and 
we sometimes 
had to wait until one 
of the boats returned 
from outside.

Pilot Lorcnzen 
feels any sollcltudo 
In 
tho interests of the ships loss of time 
In being kept waiting outside 
for lack 
of a pilot, it Is something 
shipmasters 
and shipowners 
ought to feel grateful 
for. 
(Most of the people having 
busi- 
ness to do with ships especially if they 
are strangers, devoto all the day nud 
lay awake 
u good part of the night, 
devising, ways and 
means

laying 
schemes 
whereby

The above state- 
ment docs not apply hero ns much as 
In some other parts. 
Ports of Califor- 
nia and Australia 
for Instance.

statement of the pilot about what the 
underwriters rcqulro 
Is evolved 
from 
his own mind's conscience, ns their re- 
quirements 
vary, and are governed 
by 
custom, situation 
of tho port, and 
cir- 
cumstances 
of the case, and the nature 
of the risk. 
I notice 
a disposition 
to 
depreciate, tho value 
of tho tug's 
ser- 
vice. 
Hut who 
Is there 
on board 
a 
sailing ship 
more liclplesH 
than the 
pilot unless 
ho either bus a 
leading 
wind or n tug ahead. 
(I mean a 
Ho- 
nolulu pilot.) 
Tho pilots reference to tho necessity 
of having a pilot on board when In tow 
of n tug 
Is singularly 
unfortunate. 
1 
happened to bo a witness to the loss of 
the ship Niagara 
on the west sldo of 
tho entrance 
of this harbor under 
tho 
exact circumstances 
that tho pilot sup- 
poses might 
occur. 
The hawser 
slip- 
ped or parted, 
and tho ship was lost. 
Tho pretence 
of the pilot might 
have 
kept 
the master 
in countenance, 
anil 
relieved 
him 
of some 
responsibility, 
but it failed to have the ship. 
I stood 
on the end of the Pacific Mall 
wharf 
and saw all that happened nnd assisted 
In removing stores, rigging, etc., after- 
wards, and was a fellow passenger with 
the master of the lost ship afterwards 
on the steamship 
Suez. 
With your 
kind 
permission, 
I will 
offer some other 
suggestions 
for the 
consideration 
of those who may have 
tho reorganization 
of the harbor 
nnd 
pilot service: 
1st. 
A Board of Harbor 
nnd Pilot 
Commissioners 
to bo appointed 
by the

No vessel If In tow of n tug having a 
licensed nllot as master, shall bo com 
pelled to employ any other pilot or pay 


ono-ha- 
lf 
pilotage. 
Kate of pilotage 
to 
bo as follows: 
10 cents per ton up to 
400 tons net; 
C cents per ton for every 
ton over 
400. 
25 per cent reduction 
when 
tug 
Is employed 
pllotago 
on 
steamers 
to ho tho samo ns tho rate 
of sailing 
vessels under 
tow. 
Tho 
maximum rate to Ixi $200. 
The above figures 
aro for pilotage 
both ways. 
No special reductions 
in 
these rates to any hhlp or 
cssel, but 
all to pay tho same rato proportional 
ly urni uum iiuruor Master to collect 
all wharfage 
nnd pllotago dues. 
Under the nbovo arrangements 
ns to 
salary, etc., of tho pilots they shall not 
be required 
to moor tho ships

which tho 
ship harbor master 
shall 
have two. 
Tho tug boat to remain 
under

23 per hour for orf shore towing. 
Mv former 
sueeestlonB 
with regard 
to rates of pilotage, 
I consider as gen- 
erous to tho pilots, though some reduc

ago, 
wIipii 
Adam was an Oakum 
boy in 
Chatham 
Dockyard," 
when a 700 ton 
ship was a very large snip, anu 
now 
that tonnage of ordinary ships runs up 
Into the thousands, 
and 
It takes 
but 
very little more time 
and trouble to 
handlo 
them. 
Tho pilotage 
business 
of this port divided 
amongst 
a few 
men nt the same old rato would be a 
veritable 
bonanza. 
The suggestions

offer today are in tho interests of the 
shipping, 
nnd it may be said that tho 
salary offered 
tho pilots

low. 
Hut no ono knows better than tho 
pi- 
lots themselves 
that there 
nro two 
score of steamboat captains 
some 
of 
whom nro quite as capable as any of 
the pilots arc of bringing ships in nnd 
out of tho harbor, many of whom would 
bo glad to get an appointment as pilot 
at tho salary at present allowed. Many 
apologies for tho length of this scrawl.

Commissioner 
Congressman 
llltt. 
Mr. Haln has been 
kind enough to Bend to tho Advertiser 
a copy of this matter, from which the 
appended extracts nro made: 
Mr. llltt has anticipated 
the annexa- 
tion of Hawaii for more than eighteen 
years. 
Ho told 
mo that ho had 
dis- 
cussed It with James 
G. Blaine, when 
ho was 
first 
Secretary 
of Stale, 
nnd 
that ho had said at that time to mem- 
bers of tho House of Representatives 
that thoy would better bo thinking of 
some form of government 
for the new 
territory, 
becauso it was 
sure 
to 
bo 
American 
some day. 


Mr. llltt told me that aside from the 
political and strategic value of tho Isl- 
ands on account 
of their position, 
he 
though 
n fuss entirely out of propor- 
tion to their Importnnco had been made 
about 
them. 
"Why 
think," 
he said, 
"they are no bigger than many a con- 
gressional 
district, and they 
do not 
contain 
a population 
moro than half 
that of nn average 
congressional 
dis- 
trict. 
Of courso their prosperity 
will 
Increase ns soon ns the American 
flag 
Is planted 
over them, giving 
absolute 
assurance of stability, without 
possibil- 
ity of any attempt to restore the 
ridi- 
culous, 
queer little monarchy, 
or of 
foreign 
occupation. 
In that 
respect 
they aro going to offer a better oppor- 
tunity for Investment 
under btablo cer- 
tain 
government 
and 
tho property of 
tho men who now llvo there will 
In value. 


I onco tried to get Cougrebs to mako 
an appropriation 
for dredging 
Pearl 
Harbor channel, 
so as to make the har- 
bor available, 
nud had the hope mat 
then 
wo could 
build 
fortlllcatlons 
to 
protect 
It and that tho American 
Hag 
should lloat over It. 
That undoubtedly 
will bo done now. 


James G. Hlnlno gavo notko to tho 
world that If Hawaii 
was threatened 
It would bo Americanized. 
Hut wc have 
never 
undertaken, while 
It remained 
a distinct sovereignty, 
to preserve 
It 
from claims for damages arising from 
Its acts. 


I asked him If ho believed that there 
was any danger of the Introduction 
of 
leprosy Into This country from HnwaJl. 
"Not at nil," 
ho said. 
"Wo have 
a 
leper colony In Louisiana, 
and there Is 
another In Canada. 
I never 
heard 
of 
anyono 
catching 
leprosy 
like 
small- 
pox, or yellow 
fever or measles, 
by 
merely 
being

lepers were, 
or coming Into passing 
contact with them." 


I asked Mr. llltt If the Hawaiian 
peo- 
ple had 
acquired 
citizenship 
in tho 
United States by the act of passing

solutions 
of 
annexation,

wero heraftcr responsible 
for the acts 
of tho Hawaiian Government. 
Ho said 
ho did not understand this condition 
would fully Txlst until wo had taken 
possession of tho Islands 
formally 
and 
raised our Hug over them. 
Kven after 
that, it 
is. expressly 
provided 
In tho 
annexation 
resolution 
that tho laws of 
tho Islands should remain In forco until 
new laws arc made by Congress. 
Ho 
said It was n recognized 
principle In 
all countries that existing 
laws contin- 
ued In forco until actually superseded 
by others. 
Merely becauso we had vot- 
ed to unncx tho Islands they could not 
bo without law until Congress 
should 
mako laws to govern 
them.
